Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Penetrator 2 "Grudge Day" 

is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Penetrator 2 "Grudge Day" contains a strong image on its front cover that 
presents a man holding a gun in one hand, and the g-string of a woman who is kneeling in front of 
him in the other. It is implied that the woman has her wrists bound, and is tied by a chain. The 
image is very stylised, and is intended to indicate the sexually explicit nature of the video 
recording. 

It is considered that this image presents the use of violence against women in a manner designed 
for sexual titillation. In view of this manner of presentation, which associates violence with sexual 
conduct, and the predominance of this image, which takes up the entire front cover of the video 
slick, the Classification Office considers that, if the video slick were submitted under si 3(1) for a 
decision, the Office would be likely to classify the slick as objectionable. Therefore, in accordance 
with Regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick is not approved.
